BATON ROUGE, La. - Louisiana’s Sen- 
ate voted Saturday against overriding Gov. 
Buddy Rocmcr’s veto of what would have 
been the nation’s toughest state abortion law. 

The vote was 23 in favor of the override - 
three short of the two-thirds majority needed 
- and 1 6 against. When the bill to make abor- 
> lion a criminal offense passed the Senate lost 
month, it got 24 votes, 

The failure of the override artempt was not 
final, however. Under legislative rules, the 
bill’s backers get a second chance today be- 
cause they had a simple majority. For the 
override to pass, the Senate must act before 
the Legislature adjourns at midnight Monday. 

"We’ll pray that we can change some 
minds," said Rep, Woody Jenkins, author of 
the measure. 

The House had approved the! override mea- 
sure late Friday. 

Terri Bartlett, director of Planned Parent- 
hood of Louisiana, told her jubilant support- 
ers that the battle wasn’t over. "Tomorrow’s 
vote is as critical and os important os the one 
that happened today,” she said. 

After the vote, viewers quietly filed out of 
the gallery. In thc'Totunda, pro-choice back- 


ers waved purple .flowers and ribbons and 
shouted: "Wc won!" Abortion foes countered 
by chanting "Wc will win. Wc will win." 

If the Senate voted to fo]Iow die House’s 
lead and override, it would be the first, time 
this century that a legislature overrode a 
Louisiana governor’s veto. 

Since the legislative session began in 
April, Rocmer had said he opposed abortion 
on demand but would veto a measure that 
made no exceptions for rape or incest. He did 
Just that Friday, 

Supporters argued that exceptions would 
ollow women to get abortions by falsely 
claiming to have been raped. 

The bill provides a maximum 10-ycar 
prison term and $100,000 fine for people 
who perform abortions but no penalty for the 
woman obtaining the abortion. 

Sen. Mike Cross, the Senate sponsor of the 
bill, warned that failing to override the veto 
would mean Icgislntors would have to put up ' 
with continued inten.se, emotional lobbying 
going into next year’s cleclioas. 

"You think it’s tough this year?" said 
' Cross. "It’s not going to wait until next year 
at this time. It’s going to be a long, long, long 
year if wc don’t vote to override the gover- 
nor’s veto.”

Heavy rain in Midwest, cool in Northeast

Up to 10 inches of rain caused flooding Saturday in 
souihcasicm Minnesota, with rain also scattered elsewhere 
in the ca-stem half of the nation, and temperatures dipped to 
record lows in the Northeast.

NASA overpaid bonuses 
on Hubble telescope work 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Thc 
' government overpaid os much as SI 
million in bonuses to two Hubble 
Space Telescope contractors ■ for 
tlieir cost control cfTons on thc de- 
vice, which has been a major 

headncti c for NASA, a maROzinc rc- 

poried Saturday. 

Congressional Quarterly reported 
in its July 7 edition that the overpay- 
ments occurred at thc same time 
costs for thc expensive telescope 
were rising dram atically. Thc origi- 
nal cost estimate for thcTfubble“was~ 
S678 million, but it’s final price lag 
was more than Sl.f billion. 

Thc magazine said information 
about thc bonus was contained in a 
July 1989 audit report by the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration’s office of inspector 
general. The material was obtained 
through a Freedom of Information 
Act request. 

The Hubble was launched April 
24" and NASA announced June 27 
that its two main mirrors would not 
focus property. A manufacturing er- 
ror was suspected. 

Congressional Quarterly said the 
inspector gcncral'.s report accu.scd 
NASA management of “not properly- 
considering all ... cost overruns" in 
figuring C0.SI control bonuses paid io 
Hubble’s two principal. contractors, 
Lockheed Corp. and' Pcrkin-Elmcr 
Coip., now Hughes-Danbury Optical 
Systems Inc., which built the tele- 
scope’s mirrors. 

Lockheed received S14.4 million 
in bonu-ses and Hughes-Danbury 
was paid S6 million in bonuses

MOSCOW '^AP) — Mikhail S. 
Gorbachev turned defeat into victory 
Saturday by persuading die Commu- 
nist Party congress to drop plans to 
• evaluate each member of the ruling 
Politburo, warning that such "action 
would "bury the party.” 

Delegates to the 28th Communist 
. Party congress have criticized many_ 
of the 12 Politburo members and 
wanted- to -give -thc-thumbs-up- or— 
thumbs-down on each of them. 

■ The delegates voted 2,557 to 
1.393 for such a chance before their 
iincrnoon break; But Gorbachev lat- 
er warned; "If you want to bury the 
party, to split the party, then contin- 
ue on this way. ... Think, thinlrhard, 
think hard.” ' " 

The ire of the 59-year-old Soviet 
’ leader, who has skillfully consolidat- 
ed his . position at the congress, - 
prompted the delegates to vole 2,495 
to 1,515 to reverse themselves. 

In his argument, Gorbachev read a 
note from the northern Ru-ssian city 
of Arkhangelsk that said: "Tlicrc is 
- no need to evaluate each Politburo 
member. The Politburo, according to 
the rules, is an organ of the leader- 
ship, and the leadership is collec- 
tive.” 

Instead, the congress agreed to 
evaluate the policy-making Central 
Committee, and within it the Polit- 
buro, ns a whole. 

Politburo member Vladimir 
Ivashko Inter read a.dmfl of a resolu- 
tion on the Central Committee that 
is to be voted on this week.

Government, banks— 
pressured farmers 

Pearl Riiyl olTcrs this look back at eco- 
nomic hard times for farmers in 1921. 

"In 1919, my father, I. E. Watson and 
my mother, Fronia, were living on a dry 
farm in Bannock County, when he decid- 
ed to move his family of nine children, 
his household goods, his farming opera- 
tion. to the town of Rupert, 

-‘On u showy December day. neighbors 
came with bobsleds and loaded every- 
thing on wagons to take to the railroad 
cars in Downey to be hauled to Rupert. 

■‘The family was packed into the- old 
Studebnker touring car and arrived in 
Rupert the next day where we stayed 
with friends until we could move into 
our new horhe, We kids were all excited 
as we would have close neighbors and a 
lovely bathroom, the first one we had 
ever had. Not long aficr this a new son 
wa.s bom, named Wayne and called Jack- 
ie afier Jack Dempsey. 

"Father bought a farm^ln the pioneer 
district and would drive out every day to 
work it. •All'wcni well until 1921. Pros- 
perity had been on the land, the federal 
government had loaned money to most 
of the banks in the country, they then 
loaned it to the farmers liberally. Fjirm- 
ers. business, banks were all buy and 
selling on borrowed rhoney. In 1921, the 
government closed down their loans to 
the banks. They, in order to pay their 
loans, called for the farmers to pay and 
many could not and had to sell every- 
thing they had and many were foreclosed 


“In the spring of 1922, our father fell 
to the timc.s and had to sell his 'horses, 
milk stock, the home in Rupert and the 
wheal lands in Bannock Co. He was able 
to salvage some machinery, a team of 
horses, a few of the cows. He rented the 
Fred Parrish farm near Buhl and moved 
the family. Here he raised bountiful 
crops and prize-winning Duroc hogs as 
he had done in Rupert. My mother al- 
ways kept a 200-hen flock of laying hens 
and was able to keep the family in sta- 
ples. 

"Soon, father realized he needed to 
buy his own farm. Accordingly he pur- 
chased 104 acres of good land in the 
Hnzclton area. On a bitter cold Apnl day 
in 1924. we moved to Hazclton. The 
stove had not been set up in the house 
when we arrived and we were freezing. 

A kind lady, who was living in a sheep 
wagon on the place while her husband 
wintered his sheep there, took us into the 
camp wagon and fi^ us- hot coffee and 
biscuits. There were so many of wee 
younger ones, we had to cliitib back on 
her bed and sit there, but oh how good 
the heat felt and how warm the coffee 
was that she made us. She said truly a 
good Samaritan. 

"In time, the family, under the supervi- 
sion of our father, cleaned up the hou.se 
and yard and made the place liveable. 
Our father and mother worked right 
along wiUi us, they never expected us to 
do'anything that ihey-didn’-t want to. do 

“With time, the farm became a beauti- 
ful place, with spacious lawns and many 
stately trees. We all helped with the 
work, inside and out. It took the whole 
family to put up the hay and we girls had 
to help drive the hay wagons in the field 
and we always had to drive the derrick 
horse, a big black work horse weighing n 
ton. I did not enjoy Uiis Job and dreaded 
the morning when my mother would call 
up tlic .stairs and tell me 1 had to drive the 
derrick horse. Father farmed completely 
sviih horses. He never owned a tractor 
until after he retired from farming."

The cost to taxpayers would be S2.59 per 
SIO.OOO of property, according to Carolyn 
Jones, the district’s secretary-treasurer. 

The measure must win a two-thirds ma- 
jority to pails, but will lust only one year, 

Tlic increa.sed revenue will be used to 
-purchase CRS-2- emulsion oil,, which .is 
used for seal coaling roads within the dis- 
trict. 

Seiil-coating prevents water from .seep- 
ing into tlic roadway, which can freeze 
during cold weather and cause cracking. 

"It nets as a sealant," Jones said. "And it 
helps prolong the life of a road by five 
years." 

If liie override, is successful, the revenue 
will add an extra' 13 to 14 mile.s to the six 
miles the district already plans to seal cwit 
during its 1991 seal coal project, 

The district won’t receive the extra mon- 
ey from the- election until afier January, 
Jones .said. 

She said the district usually tnes to seal 
coal 20 to 25 miles of roadway each year, 
depending upon the price of the emulsion 
oil and whether the override passes. 

“We u.sually have an override election 
each year,” she said. 

Revenue received from the override is 
budgeted for CRS-2 only, according to a

Valley earns abuse grants

TWIN' FALLS - Magic Valley agencies 
have captured nearly half of Idaho's 1 990 
grant money for child abuse prevention 
programs. 

The board recently awarded 1 2 gnint.s to- 
taling $28,000 to organizations across the 
slate. Five Magic Valley groups received 
Sl3.000ofthai, 

“Tliis year, we did ralhcr well;" said Fred- 
Elwood of Twm Falls, a member of the 
Idaho Ghildren's Trust Fund board. "The 
board liked what was going on in the Mag- 
ic Valley.” 

The board looks for groups that rely on 
volunteer help and seek funds on their own, 
he said. The board particularly liked how 
the Magic Valley groups were cooperating 
with one another, he said. 

“We feel like we’re getting more bang 
for our bucks," he said. 

' Magic Valley groups receiving grants 
were: 

• Buhl Child Protection Team - $2,000. 

• • Blaine County Child Abuse Prevention 


Task Force -S3.000. 

• Gooding County Cliild Protection Team 

- $ 2 , 000 . 

• Twin Falls Child Protection Team - 
$2,920. 

• Twin Falls’ South Central Head Start - 
$2,996 

"Most of the money comes from tlie spe- 
cial check-olT on state tax returns." said 
Hildegarde Mauzcrall, chairwoman of the 
trust fund.

For agricultural water use, 
Idaho ranks 2nd in nation

BOISE — Idaho farmers use about 22 
billion gallons of water a day to raise 
crops, the second-highest amount of wa- 
ter used for agriculture in the nation, ac- 
cording to a new U.S.- Geological Sur- 
vey report. 

Most of that water is used to irrigate 
about 4. 1 million acres of farmland, pri- 
marily in the Snake River Plain, and al- 
lows Idaho to lead the nation in the pro- 
duction of several crops, survey officials , 
said. 

The new 553-page report, called the 
1 987 National Water Summary, for the 
first time presents information on water 
withdrawals by river basin, underground 
aquifers and county. 

Other facts from the Idaho section of 
the report include; 

• Idaho receives an average of about 


22 inches of precipitation annually, , 
more than half of which is returned to 
the atmosphere through evaporation and 
plant transpiration.- 

•About 33 billion gallons of surface 
water a day flow into Idaho, and about 
70 billion gallons flow out of the state 
through the Snake, Clark Fork and Bear 
rivers. I 

• Hydroelectric power 'generators in 
Idaho have used about 103 billion gal- 
lons of water per day to produce 1 1 .700 
gigawatt-hours of electricity in recent 
years, the sixth highest level in the na- 
tion. 

Most of the power is produced from 
Snake River dams. 

The Idaho section of the report also . 
details the history of water develop- 
ment, water use by major categories and 
water management.

Kostmayer will defer to Idaho 
wilderness bill, claims LaRocco 


LEWISTON (AP) — ' Democrat 
Larry LaRocco says he has won a 
-commitment from-Rep-Pctcr-JCosi--. 
maycr,- D-Pa., not to introduce a 
new version of his Idaho wilderness 
bill next year if LaRocco is elected 
to Congress. 

Kostmayer is the author of a con- 
scrvutionist-backcd proposal to des- 
ignate 3.9 million acres of Idaho’s 
nearly 9 million acres of roadless 
national fore.st land as wilderness. 

LaRocco, a Boise stockbroker, 
faces Republican stale Sen. Skip 
Smyscr of Parma for Idaho’s 1st 
Congressional District seat in 
November. The .seat is being vacated 
by Republican R ep. Larry Craig, 
who is attempting to succeed OOP 
Sen. James McClure in the U.S. 
Senate. . ^ 

LaRocco spoke to Kostmayer dur- 


ing a trip to Washington, D.C., laic 
last month. ' ' 

"I tol d him w e're going to solve 
this issue and E -said, -*l’m going to 
gel inlo Congress,’ J said,- 'We will 
resolve it. And we don’t need your 
help."'- LaRocco .said Friday, ‘‘He 
said, 'That's fine. You can tell your 
people out there we will wait."’ 

Decades of deadlock on the 
wilderness issue appeared to be near 
an end in early 1989 when McClure 
introduced ^ legislation ' developed 
with Democratic Gov. Cecil Andrus 
designating about 1.4 million acres- 
of addilional wilderness and about 
600,000 acres with special manage- 
ment status short of wilderness. 


But the plan wasiissuiled from the 
start by both environmentalists and 
the timber industry.

On a related matter, LaRocco said 
the federal designation of the spotted 
owl as a • threatened species man- 
dates a solution to the wildcrilcss 
question. Until the status of Idaho’s 
roadless forests is resolved, ,'thc 
stale's limber supply is in jeopardy, 
he .said. 

Fcdcral efrorts to save the spoltetl . 
owl will shut off access to old- 
growth forests in Washington ^d 
Oregon, driving up demand for al- 
rcudy-scurce Idaho logsrTliarcould ' 
hurt Idaho sawmill communities, 
LaRocco said, because more Idaho 
logs will go to out-of-state mills.

A: At this point 1 think we liuve a 
great many pliysical problems we 
mu.st address. Re-establishing the 
pheasant population in this area is an 
example. But we must also keep our 
eye on the philosophical problems 
that arc developing. For instance, 
this anti-hunting faction that just re- 
cently cost California its right to 
manage mountain lions. 

While we in Idaljo don’t face that 
problem this minute, it is very 
frightening and everyone connected 
with hunting, fishing and outdoor 
recreation must be kept aware be- 


cau.se it (attacks on hunting) is com- 
ing. 

Q: Mentioning Magic Valley’s 
current dearth of pheasants, do you 
see habitat rehabilitation and en- 
hancement, reopening the Jerome 
Bird Fonn or puichase for planting 
from private cntenirise os the an- 
.swer? . .. ^ : 

A; Habitat is the thing we need. 
All the studies carried out over the 
years in various states indicate pen- 
niised planted birds have not repro- 
duced significantly. 1 believe that if 
planting is necessary it should be 
done with live-trapped wild birds. 
But even transplanted wild birds 
can’t rebuild our populations with- 
out habitat. 

Q: 'The Fish and Game Commi's- 
sion’s ' official position on wolf 
restoration is to extend the protec- 
tion of the Endangered Species Act 
only if the population rebuilds itself 
naturally and under no circum- 
stances to endorse translocations 


into the stole. Do you support that? 

A: I really need to be better in- 
formed on the wolf situation. I un- 
derstand they could cause problems 
for ranchers. In situations like Yel- 
lowstone Park, I don’t believe .the 
problem would be as gtcat. 

But I would have to put in more 
study before I would support total 
.protection.! lliink it is very.csscntial 
that states keep at lca.st some control 
on situations concerning wildlife. I 
would want Idaho to maintain some 
control somewhere along the way. 

Q: How do you view the recent 
public battle concerning fishing 
management on Big Wood River 
and Silver C^eek? 

A: 1 think this primarily wo's a 
misunderstanding that created a lot 
of adverse publicity. Making com- 
plicated regulations works against a 
rnanagement plan. I think all-rcgiila- 
tions should be made understandable 
and the reasons should be explained 
very carefully to the public, to 
achieve the ends we want.

Indians gather to protest plan 
for development in burial area 
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FORT HALL (AP) — Members of 
ca.stcm Idaho's Shoshone-Dannock 
Tribes have joined Indian-s from 
Nevada and Oregon this weekend in 
ceremonies honoring their ancestors 
buried in an area of Boise where de- 
velopers have proposed a mullimil-.. 
lion-dollar housing subdivision. 

Some 150 people — half Indian 
.and half non-Indian — . took part in a 
Saturday sunrise service honoring 
Native American dead reponcdly 
buried at the proposed development 
on Castle Rock, project opponent 
Karen DesAulniers said. 

“I think the Indians made a slnle- 
ment that this area is sacred to them,” 
she said. “Tliey believe no one has a 
right to build houses in a cemetery." 

“There's a lot of history there in 
Boise. It wasn’t our choice to move,” 
said Mary Washakie of the Fort Hall 
Business Council. “What we whnt to 
do is pay respect to. the people who 
are buried there.” 


The Boi.se City and Planning Zon- 
ing Commission-on June 13 granted 
the Momingsidc Heights Pimncrehip 
a conditional use petmit to build a 
1 77-unit subdivision on the land. 

'hie week before that, the Fort Hall 
Business Council passed a resolution 
opposing the development 
"It is prime property for dtvelop- 
ment. You can sec why .they want it,” ■ 
she said. "That’s always been a' moti- 
vator in taking land away from Indi- 
ans — money." 

But Boise's Planning and Zoning 
Department said there is not enough 
evidence to prove the area, located 
near the old state penitentiary and 
zoned for private development, was a 
unique burial ground. 

“Theoretically the whole Boise 
Valley was heavily used by the Indi- 
ans,” said Chief Planner Sheldon D. 
Gcihcr. “Nobody is disputing that In- 
dians used the Boise Valley, but 
whether this' property bud any greater 


significance than oUicr'-propcrty re- 
mains to be seen.” 

Slate Archeologist Tom Green is 
convinced the area conloins Indian 
graves but more work nccd.s to be 
done in order to locale the ..exact sites. 

"It is the kind of area where Indi- 
ans bury their dead. I'm 'convinced 
that graves came off that property,” 
he said. "There are definitely some 
graves on that hillside. The question 
is where they are and if wc can find 
them. But that's whut needs to be 
done." 

Gerber said the situation puts city 
planners between a rock and u hard 
place. The laiid is private property, 
zoned for development,” he said. “If 
the qity were to deny the develop- 
ment on the basis of it being a burial 
ground then basically the city could 
be sued for hundreds of thousands of 
dollars.

Early turbulence suggests 
a rough ride for Idahoan

Firnt, President Bush appointed him to 
a job most people wouldn’t want; finding 
someone willing to store tlic nation's non- 
military nuclear waste. 

NoviT even before he can begin his 
wearisome task, parochial politics are 
clogging him. Mis early difficulty portends 
an arduous and unpopular tour of duty. 

The former Idaho attorney gcncml und 
lieutenant governor is to be the nation's 
first nuclear wtusle negotiator. He i.s em- 
powered to bargain with states and Indian 
tribes to find a tctmponity sionigc site for 
commercial nuclear waste. 

The role eontuins a certain irony: Leroy 
lost the 1986 Idaho governor's nice to Cer 
cil Andrus, whose much-publici/ed bun 
on shipping defense waste into Idaho has 
brought national attention to the radioac- 
tive waste problem in general, 

Andrus' unabashed , di.splay of NIMBY 
.. (not in my backyar^ politics was im- 
mensely 'popular in Idaho. But it won’t 
make Leroy’s path any smoother. 

Before he can begin his' work, he' first' 
■must survive the Senate confirmation pro- 
cess. Early on. he is running into senators 
whose own nimbyism is wcll-dcvilopcd. 

According to a States News Service re- 
port last week, Leroy must appease 


’tbuchy~s^ators from"Ncva'da~and Ten-" 
ncsscc, among others. 

fhe Tennessee senators, whose>state is 
a prime candidate for storage, reportedly 
will oppose any nominee who leans their 
way. 

Nevada senators arc interested bccau.se 
tliuir yucca Mountain site is slated to be 
the waste's final destination. They don't 
want it. They have been interrogating 
Leroy about his intentions, according' to 
States News Service. 

Would Leroy consider Idaho?. Yes, he 
reportedly tpld them. 

That answer won't boost his popularity 
back home, but it was quite appropriate. 
Leroy must be scrupulously impartial if 
he is to have any chance of success. 

.Impartiality may not satisfy senators 
whose chief interest is protecting their 
own turf. Leroy, however, can't a^ord to 
make promises in advance. 

If he survives the confirmation process, 
Leroy’s new job will.tiix.alI.ofhis ingcnu-,_ 
ily and persuasive talents, No locale will 
be eager tb~ uccepfdclivcry of some of the 
nation’s most unwanted cargo. 

The Herculean nature of Leroy’s mis- 
sion doesn’t inspire optimism. But the job 
needs doing, and he deserves admiration 
for having the courage to try. 
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The members of the cililoriul board and writers 
of editorials arc Stephen Hartgcn and Clark Walworth. 

What’s dirtier — obscene 
art or Helms’ pet leaf? 


What follows is a sort of modest proposal 
for seeing our way clear ofthe current Na- 
tional Endowment for the Arts debacle. 

To begin with, (hough, a bit of analysis. 
Appurenlly we’ve come to the point in our 
national political life where it is seriously be- 
ing- argued that if thc-grant for a particular 
artist or artwork or exhibition could conceiv- 
ably be deemed objeciionablc.to a single citi- 
zen - or n small minority of citizcris, or even 
a sizeable plurality - well, then, that grant 
must not be awarded, because a fraction (ad- 
miltcdly a minuscule fraction) of his or her or 
their tax dollars could then be seen to be pro- 
moting such work. 

This is a novel theory. I notice, for exam- 
ple, that such logic was never applied to 
funding for the Stealth bomber or aid to the 
regimes in. El Salvador and Guatemala or any 
number of other .such initiatives that I and 
many of my fellow citizens find obscene. By 
the logic applied to the National Endowment 
for the Arts, none of those programs should 
have been allowed to proceed. 

But OK. Let’s assume that (astonishingly) 
that logic is now going to be allowed to hold 
sway in the coming debate on NEA funding. 

There’s a simple solution: Currently the 
very first item on everyone’s standard 1040 
tax form reads: "Presidential Election Cam- 
paign: Do you want SI to go to this fund? 
Yes? No?" And there’s a little note over to 
the side: "Checking ‘ye.s’ will not change

your tax or reduce your refund." - 

So, fine,, let's simply divide the upcoming 
NEA appropriation. The v ast ma jority ofthe 
authorization, the non-controvcrslal poriioti 
that everyone pretty much agrees on, let’s 
just pass outright. 

As for the rest,- let’s add two new boxes to 
the top of everybody’s next 1040 fonn. The 
first would read: "National Art Fund: Do you 
want SI of these taxes to go to a fund for art 
and artists, which Would be awarded on the 
basis of traditional peer review criteria with- 
out regard to specific content'/" (followed by 
the proviso as to how checking “yes" would 
in no wayaffcct one’s tax liability).

That's the trouble witli catchy phrases — 
they’re catchy. 

So when George Bush said yes, or at least 
maybe, to new taxc-s, cvcrybody_in America 
already knew that he had said no 1,000 
times and said it in a catchy way: "Read my 
lips — no new taxes.” 

Bush is not the first president to break a 
campaign promise, but he was so downright 
unequivocal that his about-face will go 
.^own as part of the history of the Bush pres- 
idency. . 

Ho put himself among the giants of . 
promise-breakers: 

• Woodrow Wilson, who ran for rc-elcc- 
tion in 1916 on the slogan, "He kept us out 
of war" und five months later asked- 
Congress for a declaration of war. 

• Franklin D. Roosevelt, who, running 
against Herbert Hoover in 1932, accused 
Hoover of running up "a deficit so great that 
it makes us catch our breath.” FDR. of 
course, became a deficit king in office. 

• FDR, again, who in the 1940 campaign 
said, pretty unequivocally: "1 have said this 
before but I’ll say it again and again and 
again — your boy.s arc not going to be sent 
into any foreign wars." A year later, Ameri- 
can boys were being sent into foreign wars. 

•- John F. Kenncdy, who said in cam- 
paigning that it would lake a mere "stroke of 
the presidential pen" to end racial discrimi- 
nation in federally assisted housing. Once in 
ofllce, he took 18 months to issue a timid 
executive order covering very little of the 
country's housing. ' 

• Lyndon B. Johnson who, even as his 
admini.stratio'n was making plans to escalate 
in Vietnam, told voters: "We don't want our 
American boys to do the fighting for Asian 
boys." And, “We don't want to gel tied 
down to a land war in Asia.” Shortly there-

after, he sent the first of 500,000 American 
boys into an Asian land war. 

• Ronald Reagan. He promised he. would 
never deal with terrorists. Then came the 
Iran-Contra affair in which he sought to , 
swap arms for hostages. 

What most presidents say when they feel 
compelled lo splat’cr a campaign promise is 
what Bush said: circumstances changed. 

Few blamed FDR for asking for ff declara- 
tion of war after Pearl Harbor. Few held his 
deficits again.st him when they saw the 
bread lines shortening. And so when Bush 
says the deficit is getting bigger than he’d 
ever imagined, big enough to threaten pros- 
perity, he is betting that people will go 
along. 

. They probably will, if the rest of the bar- 
gain is kept: if he keeps the economy perk- 
ing. 

Drucc Buchanan, a University of Texas 
political scientist, says whether the public 
forgives politicians for broken promises de- 
pends not so much on the breaking as on die 
consequences. 

“It may well be that he’H escape punish- 
ment and Other-Republicans will.fecl.lhc ... 
pain," says Buchanan. "By time the 1992 
election rolls around, there may be no con- 
sequences for Mr. Bush.” 

' ■ On this subject, a prdfe.ssor bus written a 
book. He is Jeff Fishel, professor of govern- 
ment at American University, and his book 
is "Presidents & Promises." He tries to 
quantify broken promises. 

He studied the campaign promises of five 
recent prc.sidcnts - Kennedy, John.son, 
Richard Nixon, Jimmy Carter and Reagan - 
and compared them with proposals actually 


advanced when die candidates become pres- ; 
idem. ; 

He puts the presidents’ proposals in seven ; ' 
categories, the first two of which arc “fully > 
comparable” (to campaign promises) and I 

"partially comparable.” . ' 

If one adds the percentages, it turns out - 1 

lliat Kennedy tried to make good on more of 1 
his promises than any of the five; Reagan ; 
scored lowest. ! 

But all batted over .500. i 

Sixty-seven percent of Kennedy’s propos- > 
-als were made in fulfillment of his campaign | 
promises. For Johnson, it is 63 percent; ! 

Nixon 60 percent; Carter 65 percent; Reagan ; 
53 percent. ! 

Fishel tracked 133 promises by Kennedy; ! 
63 by Johnson; 153 by Nixon: 186 by !' 

Carter; and 108 by Reagan.' ; 

He calls his methods "crude, very broad ; 
indicators ... that do not and cannot fully ad- • 
dress the complexities of candidate pledge I. 
or presidential fulfillment" -but conclusive I 
enough to find the results commendable. 1 
He concludes it is “remarkable that, once I 
elected, every president, from Kennedy ! 
through Reagan, has demonstrated consider- ; 
able good faith, seeking through legislation ; 
or executive order to follow throu^ on a ; 

majority of his campaign pledges." ; 

Evidently he harbors low expectations. ; 
For that matter, so docs the public. In a ; 
Gallup Poll published at the end of May, 74 
percent of the participants said Bu.sh would • 
not be able to keep his no-ncw-laxcs pledge. ! 
They read his lips, but maybe they'd read 1 
history, too. I

Vcleran.s who bled or, worse, lost limbs 
for the right to wear the Purple Heart arc 
rightfully upset at the dc facto cheapening of 
an award intended to recognize death and 
injury from enemy fire in battle. 

Meanwhile, another Purple Heart awarded 
"for Panama action fiLs precisely the criteria 
for lhc Purple Heart, which arc ba.scd on two 
unambiguous and engrave'd-in-stone stan- 
dards: The soldier has to be wounded os a 
direct result of enemy fire; and the wounds 
must be severe enough to warrant medical 
treatment. 

Staff Sgt. Lewis plivero, 25, is a member ' 
ofthe 2d Ranger Battalion, one ofthe 
Army's premier light infantry units, based at 
Fort Lewis, Wash, 

For Oliveru, the night of Dec..20 was n 
monumental bad dream.

Finally, the Supreme Court has is.sued its 
long-awaited ruling in the Nancy Cnizon 
cose. The court recognized that competent 
adults have the right to control their medical 
core - including the right to have life-sus- 
taining treatments stopped. 

But, in a 5-to^ decision, the court said 
that those who did not moke their wishes 
Imown prior to becoming incompetent or 
mentally impaTred- os was true for Nancy " ' 
Cruzan - must depend upon the policies set

Cuomo staking out ideas on S&L crisis, taxes 


WASHINGTON - For 1990, and 

possibly for more than a little of 
1991, the important point is not that 
Gov. Mario Cuomo is a nearly prob- 
able candidate for president. 

The important point is that he docs 
not support federal depositinsurance 
of $100,000 for every bank deposit. 
"The important point is that he is 
inclined to support wholesale 
changcs.in President Bush’s savings 
and loan bailout, focusing on how 
long the bailout should bleed taxpay- 
ers and who should finance it. 

The important point-is_th.it,hcJias_ _ 
come out swinging for a high income 
.tax rale on six-figure earnings. 

The important point, ih other 
words, is that Cuomo is building an 
agenda for changed national policies 
around the Rcagan-Bush era’s most 
disillusioned coalition partners - the 
cxcccssivcly taxed, shamefully 
squeezed and cynically manipulated 
middle doss. 

In so doing, Cuomo has the horse 
of politics today sensibly in front of 
the cart of politics in 1992. 

' What really counts now, above all 
jn the atmosphere of a looming rc- 
clcction election, is ideas - the oft- 
forgotten coin of this realm.

The Inst time a sitting president 
was bciitcn, his challenger, Ronald 
Reagan, had them. You can argue 
whether Reagan's crusade for a 
stronger defense and a weaker gov- 
ernment could have beaten Jimmy 
Carter’s status quo without a hostage 
crisis and virulent inflation: what 
you can't argue is that Reagan could 
have won with only an indictment of 
Carter’s policies and no carefully 
honed alternative. — — 

There arc. of course, jabs to be 
thrown, points, to be scored, as well 
as darts to be ducked in the politics 
of today, but scoring points and 
ducking darts for the handful of peo- 
ple who follow presidential politics 
at this early stage has nothing to do 
with whether Cuomo or anybody 
else can be nominated and elected 
two years from now. As he said on 
NBC’s “Meet the Press” last week- 
end, "You’re not going to run today, 
so there’s no point in campaigning 
today.” . 

His only chance, ultimately, will 
be to offer a comprehensible alterna- 


tive to the status quo — a positive 
•reason for people to change presi- 
dents. The time for that heavy intel- 
lectual lifting is not between the 
Iowa raucusc.s and the New Hamp- 
shire primiry, when politicians ap- 
proach brain death; it’s now. 

Cuomo’s built-in advantage is that 
in Albany he docs not cany the bag- 
gage of policy made here, an advan- 
tage he clearly intends to press. 

The S&L scandal is a perfect ex- 
ample; he wasn’t here in the ‘80s, 
and he didn’t vote on Bush’s bailout 
in Congress last y.ear. He thinks that 
'instead of guaranteeing every bank 
deposit up to $100,000, the federal 
guarantee should be $100,000 per 
depositor. 

uomo’s belief is tliat the govern- 
ment shouldn't bail out rich sharpies 
who can park a hundred grand in a 
dozen different accounts. He be- 
lieves that $100,000 per deposit, 
combined with scc-no-cvil deregula- 
tion, gets you scandals. 

Cuomo is also thinking about ad- 
vocating a major change in the 
bailout program. What he doesn’t 
like is the idea of borrowing the bcl- 
Ccr pan of $200 billion to shut insol- 
vent thrifts and paying that ghastly 


sum back over more than a genera- 
tion, more than doubling the eventu- 
al cost. 

Instead, he is drawn to the idea of 
paying the bill over just a few years, 
and thus avoiding a 30-ycar bleeding 
of taxpayers. Unlike some advocates 
of this thinking, the idea he is inter- 
ested in is paying for this whopper of 
a short-term expense, not with a sur- 
charge on taxpayers but with a sur- 
charge on corporate profits. 

And above all, he is staking out 
idea turf in advance of a budget sum- 
mit deal, focusing on its possible 
shortcomings - too many hiu on " 
consumption, not enough on hi^ in- 
comes; a focus on past red ink in- 
stead of on average Americans’ 
needs for Ulc future; and too puny a 
peace dividend. 

In 18 months, if he runs, Wc can 
all argue whether Cuomo is too acer- 
bic, whether his record withstands 
scrutiny, and whether his ideas can 
attract 270 electoral votes. 

For now, it maners more that be- 
tween his cars the wheels arc spin- 
ning rapidly.

It was not immediately known if 
there were any casualties. Witnesses 
said' they saw security forces 'beat

The violence broke out' after about 
500 protesters gathered at a field 
several blocks from Nairobi's busy 
comincrcial center for a rally to de- 
mand democracy in this one-party 
state. 

Kenneth Matiba and Charles Ru- 
bia. leading opponents of the gov- 
ernment. had called for the rally and 
were detained last week. 

Authorities denied permission for 
the rally and Pre.sident Daniel orap

Steals & deals 

Nothing is too funky or clunky to attract a buyer 
at garage sales, a favorite Idaho summer activity

Norman and Dottie Moffitt have the art of garage 
sale shopping perfected to a science. 

Each Friday during garage sale season. Norman 
makes a list of 15 to 20 sales from among those adver- 
tised in the newspaper. Those arc the sales they’ll hit 
that morning. - 

Friday night, he sits down and revises the list, se- 
lecting another 15 or so for Saturday morning’s 
rounds. . , „ 

Garage .sales arc big business in the Magic Valley. 
On this summer's first Friday, 77 different sales were 
advertised in The Times-News classified section; 
countless other families advertise their events with 
signs tacked to utility poles. 

' Tlic sales can be lucrative, too. Linda Roberts - who 
recently held her second .sale of the year at her home 
• north of Kimberly - estimates. she" made Sl.300 at the 
earlier event. 

At a four-family sale on Sunrise Boulevard in Twin 
Falls, Julie Mahler and Su-san Barnard were among 
those greeting customers even before they’d finished 
placing merchandise out for sale. 

The event was advertised for 9 a.m., buf people 
started arriving at 7:30. the women reported. 

At a sale Mahler held last year, she iiiudc about 
S700 and sold out her inventory iit the first day. Both 
she and Roberts noted they had bigger items - furni- 
ture and appliances — at their .sales, accounting for the 
high revenues. 

Neither Mahler nor Barnard attends many garage 
sales. "We don't go to them, we just have them," said 
Barnard. 


We have loo much junk.” Mahler explained, 
“That’s what I don’t need, to go gel more." 

But. as the old saying goes, one family's trash is an- 
other’s treasure. And garage sale shoppers know many 
bargains await discovery in urea back yards. 

Where else can u shopper find a bookcu.su. a golf 
bag or Ruquel Welch exercise videotape for S5? Or a 
nachos .skillet for S2.50? A bike for S«? Or a framed 
Renoir print for a buck? 

It sometimes seems garage sale browsers will buy 
anything that’s not nailed down. Kamie Hobbs, who 
supervised the sale her family held last weekend at 
their Stadium Drive home in Twin Falb, pointed to u 
set of lockers in the garage. 

The family uses the lockers and didn’t intend to sell 
them, she said. But after many people asked whether 
they were for sale. Hobbs hung a “sold" sign on the 
lockers’ side to deter further offers. 

Jo and Cotton Thomp.son of Twin hulls browsed a 
sale on Princeton Drive, coining up with several small 
glass kitchen canisters' for 10 cents each, a deul.Jp_ 
couldn't pass up. 

“We just go for the fun of it." Jo said. Tlje Thomp- 
sons attend two to five sales a week, concentrating on 
one.s that start before 9 a.m.. because that’s when Jo 
has to go to work. 

The best deal Jo ever found vvas a sewing machine 
in a cabinet. It had never been used, but the Thomp-’ 
sons sewed up a sweet deal for it, paying only S32 lor 
a machine they were- told was worth S27S. 

The Moflills found an antique Victrola for S300 one 
year, and they say it was worth twice that. But usuidly. 
they go to help augment Dottic’s large doll collection.

Program: Anxiety causes 
interruptions by children

Little Joey Jackson is the picture of 
sweetness in his blue sailor hat ~ which 
- he has, at age 3. developed a borderline ob- 
.scssion for wearing. 

Sitting on the kitchen fioor, little Joey is 
a cutic. A sweet boy. A honey, even. 

A honey, that is. until Mommy — Deb- 
bie. to you — gei.s a telephone call. And 
then, li'l Joey becomes a hellion, all amw 
and whines, gra.sping for attention, inter- 
rupting even the shortest conversations. 

“At first," said the boy’s mother, who 
may be tripping only a little on her vow to 
stay home with Joey until the boy enters 
kindergarten, “1 thought 1 wa.s raising a re- 
ally mean little kid, a kid who demands 
much too much attention.’’ 

But then she talked to her friends and 
found that something about a telephone’s 
ringing triggers feelings deep in a child’s 
psyche. 

Perhaps it i.s genetics. 

Perhaps it Ls some vestige left over from 
die evolutionary proccs.?. "Mother’s not 
paying attention. If she doesn’t pay atten- 
tion soon, a large carnivore will come by- 
and cat me. I must moke- sure she pays at- 
tention." 

So tlic mother is on the telephone, and 
the child starts to talk to her. ■ 

“Mom, guess what I did in gym today.” 
“Mom, can I have some yogurt?"- 

C’mon. Only momonb before, the child 
was oblivious to his mother’s presence. 
Nothing could have turned his attention lo. 
her. Not questions about dinner. Not ques- 
■lionsubouihisd.'ty; - . — ~ 


But get on the telephone — or pick up a 
book, or try to take a warm bath or have a- 
conversation with another adult in the gro- 
cery checkout line — and a child suddenly 
is riveted lo his mother’s side. 

• "It’s very annoying, because 15 minutes 
on the telephone doesn’t seem like a lot to 
a.sk, but to that child, it’s like. someone 
coming in and stealing their mother." said 
Jane Richards-Joncs, prognun director for 
Creative Parenting, a 4-year-old slate-fund- 
ed program that is part of the Parent Train- 
ing Consortium of New Britain, Conn. 

What a child wants more than anything 
is lo feel significant and to belong, she 
said. Children arc not significant when a 
parent’s attention is directed to some other 
activity, and they arc painfi^ly aware of 
that. And so they make you painfully 
aware, too. 

"Viftien you're not bu.sy, you’re right 
where the children need you,” said Nancy 
Robinson, who cores for six children in her 
family day-care business in addition lo 
raising her own two children. "It’s almost 
like a craving someone has for chocolate. It 
could be around the house for mopths and 
thcn-all-of-a 3udden,-bccau5c it’s not there 
anymore, you want some.” 

And what docs an expert do wlicn she 
wonts private time away from U»c children? 
Joked Robinson: ”1 go into the closet.” 

Even the best-manner^ chijd may. slip 
when Mom or Dnd is otherwise occupied, 
-Robinson said. But it’s on important part of 
developing into happy and well-adjusted 
adults.

Homeless girls 
stability from

PHILADELPHIA — Belinda Mor- 
row. slender and bright and 8 years old, 
was grinning Irard enough to hurt her- 
self. This wa.s. after all, her big day. and 
big days are pretty scarce for childcn in 
a homeless shelter. ' 

Belinda imd nine other girls between 
the ages of 8 and 13 were getting their 
Girl Scout pin.s and iJieir first merit 
badges in u ceremony in the dining hall 
at the Perkins Morri.s Shelter' in North 
Philadelphia. 

It was a fairly solemn ceremony. Lots 
ofgrinning. but not one giggle. 

If it was a big day for the 10 new Girl 
Scoul.s, !it was also a big- day for the 
women who have worked for the p:ist 
year to bring .scouting to homeless girls. 

“It was a big decision for u.s," said 
Katrina Looby. 

By “us" .she means the Girl Scoul.s of 
Greater Philadelphia (GSGP). Looby 
heads the Our Extended Family project 
for GSGP. and it wa.s her job to organize 
and oversec_llie seoulmg_ efforts at 
Perkins Morri.s, which houses 268' 
homeless people, and at' two oUicr shel- 
ters. 

She' calls the project Our Time,- and 
all of the girls who participate get Our 
Time T-shirts. 

“We chose the name because we 
wanted lliem to feel this wa.s something 
special' just for them," she said. “They 
“have so little thot-is just Uieirs, including 


privacy." 

The girls came into llic dining room, 
ehalteriiiy and laughing past liand-lct- 
tered signs warning that all bags and 
purses would be searclied and that any- 
one not inside before the doors arc 
locked at 1 1 p.tn. would he evicted. 

■ On hand to eonducl the recent cere- 
mony was Mary Wade, a velcnui ot 35 
yeaf-s in scouting, a sliori, eicci woman 
who somehow manages to combine a 
rather stem bearing witli a rather sweet 
smile. 

“Tliere are girls in this troop who 
have .special problems." slie said, "but 
there arc girls in, every troop wlio have 
special problems, niere arc girls who 
arc shy or aggressive or friglitencd. 

Whatever they are, il is scouting's job to 

find out about them and help tlicm." 

Tlic troop . at Perkins Morri.s was 
fonned in 'September, and has had as 
many as 28 members. Anollier two 
dozen children are members of troops 
fonned at' the same time in two other 
shelters. , ’ 

“Families come and go," Looby said.

Nearly eight in 10 graduated from 
high school or went to college, but 
22 percent were dropouts. More than 
half live in the suburbs, and 76 per- 
cent are white.

The stunning rise in prices just days after the Ger- 
man states merged their economics has created a 
scandal in both countries and sent droves of East Ger- 
mans into Western gn^ccry stores. 

AftcLthc byo nations uni'fied their economies on 
July 1, Easl Gcnrian stores began filling their shelves 

with Western products. " 

But because East; German stores face substantially ., 
less competition, their prices arc not only three or-^ 
four times higher than before economic unification, 
but also often higher than the same goods sold in 
West Germany.

°"uie programs arc port of the farm bill being 
written by Congress this summer. One of 
kost controversial is the Conservation Reserve ^ 
Program, a holdover from the 1985 law. 

Under the CRP, farmers cun take 40 million 
to 45 million acres of fragile land from crop 
riroduction in return for federal help. Supporters 
say it will reduce soil erosion on cropland by 
about 20 percent once all the work is done. 

But Jim Sinner, an agricultural economist at 
Cornell, says the government is spending tur 
more than necessary to control soil erosion on 
much of the land enrolled in the program. 

It is Sinner’s contention that soil conservation 
programs should be revised before more land is 
enrolled in the CRP. 

‘Tlie programs should place less emphasis on 
land retirement and more emphasis ori encour- 
aging cropping practices that will reduce cro- 
s^n," he said. •‘Compared to the CRP. this ap- 
proach could provide substantial savings in fed: 
eral expenditures while conserving as much or 
more soil.”

Study reveals real channel ’zappers’

; NEW YORK — The newly, 
formed Network Television 
Association has unveiled results of 
a study purporting to show that 
audiences watching ABC. CBS 
' and NBC "zip” and "zap" through 
the channels less than half os often 
03 those viewing the fare offered 
by six major cable channels. 

^The- figures; not-surprisingly 

reported just as the S6 billion 
“upfttml” advertising buying sea- 
son gets into gear, indicate that 
network audiences arc more stable 
than cable audiences — important 
for sponsors seeking maximum 
viewership for Ihcir commercials. 


Peter Chrisanthopoulos, presi- 
dent of the association — formed 
in April and equally funded by the 
three major networks — said the 
study, by Norman Hechl Research 
Inc., was the first of its kind. 
"Zipping” involves viewers who 
use remote controls to “graze". at 
random through available chan- 
nels; "zapping” means using con- 
trols to avoid commercial broks. 

Tom Delaney, Hecht Reseorcb 
director of-marlutzesearch. said 
the rate of such activity among 
network audiences could be 
rounded off at 3 percent for ABC, 
CBS and NBC, less than half that 
of the six cable chaonels.included 
in the measurement. Volatility for, 
the Fox network was just above. 


that of the networks, at 4 percent. 

ESPN was the least volatile of 
the cable channels, at 6.3'perccnt; 
the Family Channel topped the list 
at 16.1 percenL The others studied 
included CNN; 7.4; WTBS, 7.6; 
USA, 8.7; and MTV. 14.6. 

Even at 3 percent, Delaney said, 
30 percent of the three-network 
audience is tuning in or tuning out 
every 30 seconds. Bob Alter, pres- 
ident of' the National Cable 
TelcYision.Adyertising Bureau in 
New Yo^ was unimpressed. 

"It’s sort of tt conclusion in 
search of a study," he said. "It. 
treats all television viewing as if it 
were the same.. It talks about, 
-households, not people, and it 
doesn’t talk about demographics.’’
